Teaching Your Child 


To Be Neat 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 


A CONSTANT source of annoyance 
to most mothers of children 
over five or nix is the child's un- 
tldiness with his clothes ‘and other 
possessions, and when he has his 
own room, with everything there. 
The untidiness tends to get worse 
as the child grows older, if the 
mother docs nothing about it but 
scold. 


Some mothers who are very calm 
and patient are, however, very suc- 
cessful at teaching the child to put 
his clothes and other things in thei¢c 
proper places. They begin early. 
guiding the youngster to put awoy 
his toys at n few regular times .a 
day, employing positive suggestions 
nnd warm approvals, They induce 
the tot to put his day clothes and 
shoes in regular places os he 
focs to bed. There are low hooks 
he can. reach by day on which to 
hang his coat. and hat, and other 
simple means for aiding him in self- 
care, 


Cultivate Solf-Roliance 


These ‘ ccessful mothers strive 
hard to ct {vate self-rellance In the 
child in all sorts of ways. They 
approve him abundantly for “being 


_} so_big,”_but.don’t fuss and fume ond 


scold him “for being such a baby.” 
They practise at celebrating the 
child's successes. With such good 
enrly successes, they have” fayour- 
able background for cultivating 
tidiness In this child as he grows 
older. 


Yet in spite of ‘these early suc- 
cesses the child may lapse into carc~ 
Jess habits, cspecially as more 
children are odded to the family. 
Then, before the mother knows it 
she may descend to scolding and to 
wane correspondingly in approvals. 
Of course, It is always possible for 
us parents to change our. ways, 
though it may require cnormous 
effort at self-discipline. 


There are big possibilities for 
inducing the child at six, twelve or 
sixteen,.who has been very untidy 
with his room, clothes .and other 
things, to choose to improve, if we 
can talk to him about the matter 
when we are most calm, loving and 
persuasive and he emotionally re= 
ceptive.

She lived next door to 
our house with her husband, 
Stefan, who was employed as & 
telegraphist at the railway 
station. Until April 1937, they 
were a happy young couple in 
their twenties. Anya, who 
was many years younger than 
J, being next to last of the 
seven sisters, was as pretty as 


a doll. 

Her husband came from a_ lowly 
proletarian family of labourers, ‘and 
my: parents had felt that Anya did 
not make nm good match. But a 
close relationship with a working 
man’s clan was generally regarded 
as insurance agninst persecution. 

Then one day, out of the bluc, 
the NKVD descended upon Anyn's 
husband and dragged him away as 
he protested his innocence. Anya 
was found sobbing and shricking in 
the street after the arrest, and was 
brought to our home by neighbours 
who tried to calm her. The event 
crushed us all, It was a portent.

FULL COURT 
' DISMISSES 
APPEAL . 


An appeal against conviction 
brought by Lee ‘Tak-hing, 34, 
coolic, was dismissed this mornings 
by the Full Court, comprising the 
Chief Justice, Sir Leslie Gibson, 
and the Acting Pulsne Judge, Mr 
Justice Gould. 

Lee was sentenced by Mr Justice 
Reynolds- in -the-September- Sessions 
to nine years and nine. strokes o 
the cane for armed robbery and 
possession of arms and ammunition. 

At the trial the Crown alleged 
that Lee and others were members 
of an armed gang which entered the 
Yuen Tai Piece Goods shop of 
Jervols Street about 9.15 p.m. on 
diily 5 last. They herded the oc- 
ecupants into a room and extracted 
$29,000 ‘from a_safe.. During the 
commission of the crime the fokis 
were manhandled. After. they Icft 
the premises where they remained 
for about 30 minutes some of the 
tfokis pursued them and they were 
caught and arrested by the Police. 

Lee to}d the Appeal Court that he 
was fnlsely accused by the victims 
of the robbery.

INCONCLUSIVE TALKS

‘Mr Bevin, on the other hand, was 
not thought to have felt himself 
nble to agree to such drastic changes 
na Mr Hoffman proposed. He Is 
Imown to feel strongly that the 
reparations claims of the smaller 
Western powers must be tniken into 
account. 


VERY GREAT MAN 


Mr Hoffman, who Ieft London 
fer New York on, the President's 
special plane, expects to return to 
Europe In two weeks, He said:

We 
discussed a number of subjects, In- 
cluding reparations.”

Planes For China Must 
Be Reconditioned 


Washington, Oct.. .13. — 
Chinese officials today anid 
reports earlicr this week from 
United States sources as to 
military aid extended China 
were accurate in fact, but 
might bo misleading to tho 
ensuol reader without  infor- 
mation. 


The officials said it was entirely 
true os reported that China had pur- 
chased from United States surplus 
property 42 combat planes of) the 
P-47 type, but said none of these 
had been delivered to Chinese con- 
trot: within the United States itself, 
and they must be reconditioned be- 
fore they could be put to practical 
use. Afterwards they must be 
shipped to China. 


They sald the figure of US$88,000,- 
000 in funds , transferred to Chino 
algo were ‘somewhat Incomplete as 
virtually none of the material on 
which this sum was belng expended 
had yet reached China. 


As on example of how the delivery 
situatlon appears from the Chinese 
side, an oMclal gave the following 
information as regards Chinese Air 
Force purchases: : 


—-——-- RECONDITIONING 


He said the Chincse Air Force 
had obtained — an allocation of 
US$28,000,000 of funds so far front 
the US$125,000,000 for Chinese mill- 
tary help. Of that figure, US$544,- 
500 was allocated to buy 42 plancs of 
the P-47 type and $3 of the P-51 
type. However, of all these, only 
five or'six P-61s had been delivered 
into Chinese control in the United 
‘States and would be sent to a com- 
pany in Texas for recondilloning. 
He sald about USS17,000,000 more 
was allocated for a variety of acro-~ 
plane cquipment,: including 200 
planes‘of the AT-6 type and 20 of 
the AT-11 type.
